The primary enclosures for Ihe spider monkey^ black and white ruffed lemur, porch and Ihe round bouse lemurs had 
net been spert cleaned daily. There was en ejfcessive accumulaiipn of lecss thrgughwt these enclosures- The 
llcons^ staled that those enclosures had not boon cleanod for a tow days duo lo Iho rainy woathor. This causes 
increased oontammation to the encktsed animal, and a risk of illness. Rnclosures must be cleaned as often as 
neoesaary to meirrlein goad husbandry and help protect the health of Ihe enclosed anirtial. The enclosui'es also tyaed 
to be spot cleaned dally.

- The buildirtg numbeced F7 housirtg the black and while ruffed lemur and the oriental small-clawed otter bad an 
excessive aocumuletion ot roiiant leces p»eseni on the tlaor ooncentrated along tbe walls and the comefs of the 
ortclosure. The sealed tood container in Iho area had rodent laces on the lid. The licensee stated that sticky traps 
were being used. 

’ The round house fo^ three ring tallod lemurs had an excessive aoDumulaton el rodent feces on the lloor 
conoentraled along the walla, thresholds and the corners of the anclosure- 

’ There were numerous dead and live insects in the sinks in the commissary. There was a box of lood sitling on Ihe 
floor in Ihe commijMry area and a trailer with boxes qF unrefrisjerated meat that the licensee slated was not going to 
be fed to his anmials for varUus reasons such as too high in fal. Many files vvore noted on these produds. 

The ilicengee must establish and maintain an effective program for [ha control of pests lo promote the health and well- 
being ol the animals and reduce oontaminatroh by pests in animal areas. ,Ml rodeni ettcrela must be removed as 
needed and an efleclive program initiated lo control the pests.

The pen has an aree where Ihe entire fenpe is leaning inwerd alongi with the wpgr^n post Loose 
tenong can result In harm or esca|te of the enclosed anlmale, and may allorv olhor animals to ontor IIk pom. 

- The wire on Hie south side ol the pig, donkey end llama encloeure is loose end sagging wire is preseni. This lence 
is leaning inward and had apprortimalel^ a foot of fenoa on tha ground. 

- Thne are meoy broken posts on itia public berrier lenoa. The public barrier fence by the lynx tied e broken peal. The 
public barrier fences by the road lemurs and porcupines, are broken al ground level . These public barrier Fences are 
not slnjoturelly sound. 

- There is a hole in the top panel ol the leopards' enclosure Th*s hole is approJtimately 8 inches in diameter. 

• The black bears shade struclora had a brof^eri board on tha roof. This boarO Is lallirtg and droppirtg down Into his 
enclosure- 

’ There is a shredded wooden support post in the liger enciosure with sharp points. This is a potenlial 
source of injury to Ihe enclosed animal- This anee needs lo be repaired or replaced to help protect the health and 
waharo of lha animal. 

- The! hyenas' enclosure has exposed nails on the r-ooF of the shelter where boards had broken and fallen off. There 
are also numerous boards that ara brdton arvl no longer structurally sound. 

- The enclosure for Fireball the deer hed a collapsed eheher rod- The shelter roof and bent metal heat lamp ahield 
are on tha ground with sharp points ol nails lacing up.This posos a risk ol Injury to the animal, and aJso groatly 
reduces the effecliveness d the shelter itself. 

All toose, weak, broken or sagging wire fencing, and posts must be repaired or replaced and constructed of material 
which will provide structural strength at all times, kepi in good repair to protect Ihe animals Irom injury and conlain |he 
animals. All parts of the housinig facilities musi ba in good repair. These etrucluras need to ba replaced or repaired.

Licensee indicafed 
that the meat was no! good and was not going to be Fed to his ammals, A lar-ge volume of flies and olFver Insaots 
oouW lead to spreading ol diseases, pest inlestation and other health hazards Accumulation of items not used For 
food storage h animal husbandry practicas as wall as tall weed and brush up to enclesures could lead to pesb'rodent 
inlestation and nesting areas lor pesta^rodents. A stronger and more eflectlve pest control program musi be 
esteblished end mginteined at all times- All items not used For ipod storage or animal husbandry practices must also 
bo remevod few the ovoralt boalfH of the ammals. The woods and btursh must bo out bad^ from the enclosures to aid 
m peat control and decrease nesting areas for pests
